Several newspaper clippings 
have come to the office of the 
“Stamp News recently telling of 
the use of Japanese Postal Sta- 
tionery by Americans at Attu also 
at Guadalcanal and other points 
in the Solomons. 

A recent clipping mentions one 
such card in the hands of a New 
Jersey collector who is reputed 
to have refused an offer of $25,00 
for the card, 

It comes as a privilege for 
Linn’s Weekly to print pictures, 
not of one such card but of two of 
them which were used and ad- 
dressed personally by an Ameri- 
can Naval offirer of high rank 
while on duty in the Solomons. 

But little information has been 
supplied, the name of the officer 
is withheld at his request and we 
can only describe these cards, one 
of which is illustrated at the top 
of this article, the other being on 
an inside page of this issue of 
the weekly. 

The card above is of a com- 
paratively light weight manilla 
paper, the Japanese characters at 
the top being printed in orange, 
the stamp or label in the corner 
which pictures a white dove per- 


thed on a helmet is also in or-! 


ange. At the request of the own- 
tr, the names and addresses have 
been partially blocked out, the 
tensor mark at left is circular in 
form, is worded “PASSED BY/ 
NAVAL CENSOR.” This is in the 
usual red rubber stamp ink. The 
tancellation is circular, in black, 
with killer bars at right. The can- 


tel reads “U. S. /NOV/5/NAVY.” |

From Dr. Holland A. Davis, 
Secretary of the American Phil- 
atelic Society, Denver, Colorado, 
we have news of a double print 
of the word Luxembourg, which 
we judge is similar to the double 
|print as illustrated on the stamp 
of Norway in our issue of Sep- 
tember 30. 

We are first going to give you 
the exact wording and story as 
sent us by Mr. Davis. which fol- 
lows, then we will express our 
opinion on the stamp in question. 


LUXEMBOURG MINOR 
VARIETY.

The second 
verticle row from the right of a 
pane of 50 Luxembourg flag 
stamp, the word “Luxembourg” 
in blue under the flag is doubled, 
the faint double is seen at the 
left of each letter in the word 
which is constant in every stamp 
of this verticle row. All other 
stamps of the pane being normal 
and clear. On an engraved stamp, 
it would be called a double trans- 
lifer. As these were produced by 
ithe offset process it, can only be 
lealled a doubie print.

jver discovered this variety and 
iof the Club. L. W. Obenchain a 
|printer member of the club gave 
a clear picture of how it happen- 
jed.

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COLLECTING COVERS AND HOW TO KEEP THEM 
At the beginning of this century, few people ever gave a thought 
to collecting covers. Choice stamps were clipped from what would 
permed be a fine cover and mounted in the square in the International 
Ibum. 


Perhaps the advent of air mail gave a greater impetus to cover 


think of. A glance at your Scott specialized cata- 
logue will show this clearly for anyone familiar 
with the air mail field well knows that even with 
the first issue in 1918, a number of collectors start- 
ed getting the first day of issue covers, yet if we 
take a look at the listing of first day covers of 
regular postage issues we find but little in the 
Scott listings until about 1922. It is true that the 
catalogue lists a few of the earlier issues, to be 
exact, just six stamps and prices on all of these 
clearly indicate that first day cover collecting was 
not popular until in later years. 

Our own recollections do take us back to the 
time when we do remember of having obtained 





Geo. W. Linn ) 
some of the issues of this period on first day covers and since that 
time, there is an almost unbroken lisitng of first day covers, right 
up to the present time. 

It might well be said then that the advent of air mail was the 


starting point for a real interest in covers in this country. It is of 
course true that a few old timers, men like Edgar Nelton had enough 


foresight to appreciate and gather stamps on cover in the earlier 
years and perhaps we have such men to thank for the fact that so 
many of the older covers have been preserved. Stamps that were 
common and cheap in the early years of this century were preserved 
on cover and are today prized pieces. 


Today, perhaps most collectors have some interest in covers of 
some nature, whether it be Air Mail first flights, dedications, First 
day covers of regular postage, Naval or Ship cancels or covers of 
any other nature. The one greatest interest today appears to be in 
Patriotic covers of this present war. In World War 1, no such in- 
terest developed and there were comparatively few illustraetd pa- 
triotics of that war. . 

The great problem however with covers is a means and a meth- 
od of mounting or keeping them. For the collector with a craving 
for the rare and choice early U. S. Covers the problem is not so 
hard for his holdings except in the case of a “Knapp” are usually 
not so large but that he can afford to mount them in an ordinary al- 
bum. but for the collector of many of these modern types of cover 
where it is readily possible to build up a collection of from 1000 to 
5000 covers, the mounting and housing becomes a real probelm. 


My own interest in covers has run in several different directions 
at different times, always with a heap of material and no thorough- 
ly satisfactory means of mounting, for with any collection, it must 
be mounted for best showing and mounting in a proper manner will 
add much to the value of any collection, no matter how trivial - it 


may be. 

On two or three occasions I have given up in despair and dis- 
posed of my collections. My interest in the current Patirotics has 
led me to go for them in a thorough manner and as. always, the 
mounting problem was quick to come up for solving. 


All cover collectors are familiar with the various types of al- 
bums. To mount a collection of covers I first want a method that 
will permit of arrangement in sequence of events, dates, or some 
other form. It must be possible to readily and quickly rearrange, 
add a cover in between some certain others or keep them in an or- 
der that makes it possible to readily locate any certain item. 


I gave up albums long ago and have hit on a plan that appeals 
to me more than my other form or method which I have used. 

I bought some of the old-fashioned letter files, those which sell 
at 50c to $1.00 and have indexed sheets inside, between which let- 
ters or bills may be filed. I tore the entire insides out of these boxes 
or files. I then had some heavy weight cover paper cut to a size 
that fits these boxes quite snugly. These sheets are about 11%, x 
11% inches in size. I can mount three standard size covers on one 
of the sheets with art corners. The sheets are all loose. In mounting 
I have first cut a card which is just a hairline larger than the stand- 
ard size envelope. I mount this card on the page, then remove it 
and slip in the cover. In this method covers all are transferable 
from one set of mounted art corners to another. Two corners at 
opposite corners are sufficient for a cover. With this method one can 
shift covers easily, the cards are kept in the files, new cards can 
be slipped in between any others cr moved to other files. All in all, 
this has proven the most satisfactory method I have yet found for 
keeping covers and I built me a cabinet which will hold about 60 
of these letter files. Everything is in order, it appears to be © the 
solution for mounting covers.
